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A New Exhibit at the Peabody Museum of Salem 


Dogwatch and Liberty Days: Seafaring Life 
in the Nineteenth Century

Dogwatch and Liberty Days, 


which opened at the Peabody Museum 
on October second, represents a the- 
matic departure from the usual mari- 
time history exhibition. Based on the 
premise that the lives of American 
sailors deserve as much public atten- 
tion as the vessels which carried them, 
or the trades in which they worked, 
this exhibit takes a humanistic ap- 
proach to the maritime enterprise, 
and celebrates the daily life of deep- 
water nineteenth-century mariners — 
both whalemen and merchant seamen. 


The research and planning for 
Dogwatch and Liberty Days, which 
was facilitated by a grant from the 
National Endowment for the Humani- 
ties, was no easy task. Sailors’ diaries, 
which provide the primary resource 
for the exhibit narrative and the ac- 
companying catalogue, were hidden, -< 
uncatalogued, among hundreds of ship set Ca ar aA AE 
logs housed in maritime libraries. The — | L a 
search for the more discursive, intro- *  Llkas oF aN .

like logs was laborious, but it yielded 
not only some conversational journals, 
but something even more rare: sailors’ 
pen and ink and watercolor sketches 
executed as journal illustrations. These 
drawings and paintings, with their 
“folk” rendering, their spontaneity 
and their honesty, provide a visual 
record of nineteenth century seafar- 
ing that the public will see for the first 
time in this exhibit and catalogue. 


Many sailors were not only imaginative journal keepers, but artists as well. From the 
diary of Joseph Ray, ship Edward Cary, 1854.

In order to complement the nar- 
rative and the graphics of Dogwatch 
and Liberty Days, all which brings an 
‘“‘insiders”’ perspective to the presen- 
tation, the maritime collection of the 
Peabody Museum was culled for ob- 
jects used or produced on shipboard. 
The Museum, it turned out, yielded 
everything from a piece of ship’s bis- 
cuit, intact, that dated from the early 
1800's, to a sailor’s tarred hat, anda 
medicine chest complete with 
powders, poultices, and packets of 
herbs. The most convincingly 
authentic “artifact” in the collection 
was a box of large cockroaches, 
brought back to America in the bark 
Amy Turner. All these, including an 
enormous sperm whale jaw and a 
canvas Sail, went into the exhibition, 
installed in the Museum’s new wing. 


Dogwatch and Liberty Days 
is organized around two thematic 
units. Visitors first encounter units 
which stress the hardships of deep- 
water life — the social deprivation, 
the unpalatable food, the irregular 
work, and the constant physical 
danger. They emerge from this into 
the second area, which emphasizes 
what sailors perceived as the plea- 
sures of deepwater sailing — the 
free times in the dogwatch — the 
delights of port stops, the fraternity 
involved in becoming ‘‘Sons of Nep- 
tune.”

“Dogwatch” will remain in Salem 
for a year before it begins a southern 
tour, travelling first to the Mariner's 
Museum in Newport News, Virginia, 
then to the Smithsonian Institution, 
and finally to the Radcliffe Maritime 
Museum in Baltimore. 
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Margaret Creighton is a visiting curator in the 
Maritime History Department of the Peabody 
Museum of Salem. 


It is not exactly clear why the men of the Alice are abandoning their boat, but most likely a 
whale has threatened them with its flukes or is just beginning a head on charge. Once they 
were in the water, the sailors would be picked up by other whaleboats.

Objects used, treasured, or made at sea will be featured in the exhibit “Dogwatch and Liberty 
Days’. Among those items pictured here are a sailor's tarred hat (hence the name ‘Jack Tar’), a 
tobacco twist, used in bartering for various foreign ‘‘goods”’, and asea chest filled with clothing 


and other objects. 
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Many sailors were incurable souvenir hunters, 
and before their passage back to America, 
purchased foreign animals for pets or 
presents. This African gray parrot is housed in 
a dome-topped whalebone cage.

Helen ‘Glovey’ Butler

At 92, Helen ‘Glovey’ Butler is a 
good friend of the Peabody Museum, 
the Antique Show, and the City of 
Salem. She also views herself as a 
‘Marbleheader’ in many ways, and, if 
there hadn't been a major fire in 
Marblehead in 1888, Glovey would 
probably have been born there, the 
home of her ancestors. Instead, after 
the fire her father moved his shoe fac- 
tory to Danvers and as a result Helen 
‘Glovey’ Butler was born in that city 
on March 1, 1890. 


At that time Helen was a very 
popular name and two of Glovey’s little 
friends were also named Helen — 
Helen Hood and Helen Clapp. To 
distinguish the girls, people in the 
neighborhood used their last names 
and called them Hoodie, Clappie, and 
Glovey; in Glovey’s case, this has re- 
mained her name since childhood. 


Descended from Samuel Glover, 
the older brother of the Marblehead 
Revolutionary War hero, Jonathan 
Glover, Glovey grew up in Danvers in a 
time when people rode horses and ser- 
vants were commonplace. There being 
16 years between Glovey and her older 
sister, Glovey was treated like a little 
princess by her father and remembers 
childhood as a dandy time. 


Glovey’s maternal grandfather, 
Captain William Pousland, was a 
Salem sea captain from whom the 
‘Pousland pitcher’ (reproduced here) 
was inherited by Glovey and which is 
now owned by her son Jonathan, a 
history professor at North Shore Com- 
munity College. 


In his soon to be published book 
Essex County, Home of the Gerry- 


mander from Salt Cod and Rum to 
High Technology, 1776-1981 ,Jonathan 
Butler tells the story of the pitcher 


as it was told to Glovey: 


“The guano trade was an 
example of the successful 
exploitation of a small but 
profitable opportunity. The 
Chincha Islands off the 
coast of Peru — small, 
mountainous, bare, con- 
tained large deposits of 
bird droppings. These 
deposits were removed and 
brought back to Salem to 
be sold as fertilizer. The 
trade was opened up when 
Captain William Pousland, 
of Salem, negotiated a 
trading agreement with 
the Peruvian Indian inhabi- 
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tants. In 1860, Captain 
Pousland was_ presented 
with a large silver pitcher 
on a three-legged silver 
tray. Etched on the pitcher 
is a picture of the Chincha 
Islands with three Salem 
ships laying to. The inscrip- 
tion reads 

“Presented to Captain 
William Pousland by a Host 
of Friends, Chincha Islands, 
1860.” 


When Glovey graduated from 
Danvers High School in 1907 she 
received a George Peabody silver 
medal. George Peabody (1795-1869), 
the great philanthropist, believed that 
education was a most important 
human activity and funded many 
educational and cultural institutions 
including the Peabody Museums at 
Salem, Yale and Harvard, the Peabody 
Institute in Peabody, a teachers col- 
lege, and music school. Because he 
particularly wanted to recognize the 
educational achievement of graduates 
in his own home town of Danvers, he 
gave an amount of money to insure 
that all the graduates would receive a 
medal. Glovey doubts that many 
graduates of her class of 1907 kept 


their medals; a photograph of it is 
reproduced here. On one side is a por- 
trait of George Peabody and on the 
other is engraved the name Helen Har- 
ris Glover and the Peabody motto: 


“Education — a debt due 
from the present to future 
generations." 


As an undergraduate at Boston 
University, Glovey majored in French 
and also became involved with the 
Suffrage movement. For a time she 
was President of the Boston Area Col- 
lege Suffrage movement and partici- 
pated in many parades and demon- 
strations. Almost 70 years later, 
Glovey observes that, in her opinion, 
women’s suffrage (the women’s move- 
ment in today’s language) has been 
very disappointing. “We worked 
awfully hard but we haven't done 
much...afew women in Congress, so 
what” says Glovey. In discussing the 
role of women, Glovey observes that 
today women have, in some ways, an 
even more difficult situation than in 
the past. Now they have careers and 
the household responsibilities! 


Glovey graduated from Boston 
University in 1913 and was recently 
honored at a reception there. It 
amuses Glovey that many of the 
guests were surprised that she still 
has her wits about her. “Why,” she 
said, “they were listening to me and 
taking my picture, and | was the 
prime target of attention. It was great 
AU eh 


In 1914 Glovey married Warren 
Butler, a lawyer, and moved to Salem 
so that Warren, the grandson of 
James F. Almy, could manage the 
family business of Almy, Bigelow & 
Washburn (now Almy’s). The young 
Butlers first lived at 122 Federal 
Street, but moved to 30 Warren Street 
when the children (Jonathan, Harriet, 
and Elizabeth) arrived. In 1934 the 
family moved to 35 Chestnut Street 
where Glovey has since resided. Now 
the oldest resident on the street, 
Glovey ruefully observes that her son- 
in-law, Bill Shreve, who still lives at 
172 is the last Chestnut Street resi- 
dent to have been born and raised 
there. 


Glovey has strong opinions about 
Chestnut Street, the residents, and 
Salem as a whole — many of them un- 
printable! As Glovey says, “when you 
get old enough, you can tell people 
anything.” 


Glovey’s vocabulary is precise and 


words are carefully chosen, and in one 
or two sentences she can swiftly char- 
acterize (or demolish) a person. She 
speaks slowly in a gravelly voice that 
she claims is the result of a cold she 
caught in England in 1979 when she 
went to Cornwall as part of a 50th 
birthday celebration for a good friend. 
She delights in thinking that she ‘got 
her voice” in England. 


Unfortunately, Glovey has not 
kept a journal, but she does maintain 
a correspondence with people in many 
parts of the world. She is in excellent 
health and, as she says, “I can see, 
hear, add and subtract.” Glovey never- 
theless became concerned about being 
alone after her daughter died. Having 
heard about an electronic protection 
system for people living alone called 
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LIFELINE, Glovey learned more about 
the system and became convinced 
that it was not only a good idea for 
her, but also for Salem. In this system, 
a person who might not be able to 
reach a telephone in an emergency 
pushes the button on a device hooked 
to their clothing that alerts the 
hospital staff and sets in motion a 
network for getting assistance to the 
person in trouble. Glovey wrote per- 
suasive letters to the trustees of 
Salem Hospital and as a result LIFE- 
LINE was instituted there last year. 
Glovey is glad to have the security of 
this system for herself and is pleased 
to have been instrumental in bringing 
LIFELINE to Salem. 


Glovey has several grandchildren 
and one great-grandchild. Her grand- 
son, Johnny, lives with her and is 
happy to help his grandmother. She, 
in exchange, is happy to have a young 
person and his friends around for, as 
she says, “most of my friends are 
vounger . . . they have to be when 


you're my age.” Glovey attributes her 
longevity to good genes, living day by 
day, and not worrying. She still drinks 
alcohol and only recently stopped 
smoking because, she says, ‘it 
became boring.” 


Glovey has been involved with the 
Antique Show since its beginning ten 
years ago, and for many years has 
hand-written personalized notes and 
envelopes to over 1,000 potential An- 
tique Show patrons and sponsors. Her 
effort has made a tremendous differ- 
ence in the participation of people at 
that level, and again this year, Glovey 
is Honorary Chairman of the Peabody 
Museum of Salem Antiques Show. 
Clearly, a major reason for Glovey’s 
long and meaningful life is that she 
continues to remain an active partici- 
pant in activities around her.

The H. Nelson Hartstone Collection 
of Chinese Export Rice Grain Porcelain 


Over forty years ago we received 
a gift of a small Chinese rice grain 
porcelain bowl, which piqued our in- 
terest in its intricate design. Without 
any forethought to forming a collec- 
tion, we began to acquire additional 
pieces of rice grain porcelain — bowls, 
plates, saucers, tea sets — until the 
accumulation indeed amounts to a 
‘collection’ of about three hundred 
pieces today. Our concentration, 
rather than in accumulating a large 
number of pieces, has been in acquir- 
ing a wide variety of different shapes 
and designs, of which eighty examples 
will be included in the exhibit of the H. 
Nelson Hartstone Collection of rice 
grain porcelain opening at the 
Peabody Museum on December 9Q, 
1982. At the conclusion of the exhibi- 
tion our Collection, along with a plan 
to add appropriate specimens in the 
future, will be donated to the Museum 
to become a permanent addition to its 
Oriental collections. 


Rice grain porcelain is characteriz- 
ed by a translucent and lacy design 
which is created by small openings, 
filled with glaze, in the body of the 
clay. The openings resemble grains of 
rice in size and shape but, contrary to 
popular mythology, they were never 
created with real grains imbedded in 
the clay which burned out when fired. 


The Chinese understandably call it 
ling-lung, or devil's work, since the op- 
eration involves tedious and delicate 
work requiring patience and _ skill. 
First, wet clay is molded into the 
desired shape on the potter’s wheel. 
After it is dry, kernel-shaped holes are 
cut into the clay and the decoration is 
painted on. Then the piece requires 
about thirty coats of glaze before the 
holes are filled in, after which it is 
fired at a temperature of 1300°F. Oc- 
casionally, decorations in polychrome 
enamel colors are painted over the 
glaze after the cooling period, and the 
piece is refired at 900°F.

Most authorities agree that rice 
grain porcelain began to appear in 
China during the middle of the eigh- 
teenth century. Three museums have 
reported having pieces with the Yung 
Cheng mark (1723-1735), and up to 
the present time I have found no ex- 
amples of any earlier work. It was 
during this period that Western in- 
fluence was beginning to have a 
marked effect on the Chinese 
porcelain market and an intensive ef- 
fort was being made to please foreign 
demands. The uniqueness and delicate 
designs of the rice grain porcelain 
made it increasingly popular, and by 


-the end of the century it was being 


manufactured and exported to Europe. 


Interestingly, however, the 
technique did not originate in China in 
the eighteenth century but rather in 
Western Asia as early as the tenth 
century. Archaeological excavations in 
Western Asia have uncovered pierced 
wares filled with glaze dating from 
the tenth century. The Museum of 
Fine Arts in Boston has two Persian 
pottery dishes from the tenth and 
eleventh centuries which were found 
in Gurgan, southeast of the Caspian 
Sea. Many other examples of pierced 
pottery have been found in and 
around the same region and, though 
none of these wares are of porcelain, 
some of them are very close approx- 
imations.

It is an historical fact that there 
was trading between China and the 
countries of Western Asia as early as 
the ninth century. The designs and 
techniques of one region were even- 
tually Known to the potters from one 
end of the trade route to the other, 
who were shameless in copying and 
imitating designs that pleased them. 


Thus, at a time when the Western 
market was making its greatest 
demands for Chinese pocelains in the 
eighteenth century, former standards 
of quality were relaxed and the pot- 
ters began experimenting with 
unusual and innovative techniques to 
satisfy foreign tastes. During this 
period of commercialism, the Chinese 
potter revived the early Western Asia 
technique of cutting into the wall of 
the clay and filling the holes with 
glaze. They were encouraged by the 
success of their new manufacturing 
venture and rice grain porcelain was 
being shipped in large quantities to 
the West by the end of the century. 


The oldest piece in the Hartstone 
Collection is a 1780 charger in 
underglaze blue and decorated in over- 
glaze enamel colors. Though many 
pieces have a K’ang-hsi (1662-1722) 
mark, they cannot be from that

period, for the manufacture of rice 
grain was not begun until after his 
reign. One must be skeptical of the 
potter's mark; not all are to be 
trusted. 


There are no large pieces in the 
Collection, as it was not possible for a 
potter to accommodate large pieces in 
such a delicate and fragile pattern. 
Most of the shapes of the pieces in the 
Collection are Western. For example, 
the dinner, dessert, and salad plates 
have rims, whereas the Chinese 
preferred a saucer-shaped dish with 
no rim. The tea cups with handles and 
matching saucers were copied from 
European models, since the Chinese 
used bowls with matching covers and 
stands for their tea. 


The quality of the porcelain in the 
Collection varies widely. Some dishes 
have smooth, thin walls with delicate- 
ly incised designs while others have 
been heavily potted and carelessly 
decorated. The majority of pieces are 
decorated in underglaze blue, though 
some of the dishes have enamel colors 
painted over the glaze. The Chinese 
potters evidently believed that 
Westerners did not like undecorated 
spaces, resulting in a wide variety of 
overall designs. 
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Up until World War | it was 
fashionable to travel to the Orient, 
and a Set of rice grain dinnerware was 
often brought back as a souvenir. | 
have seen the remains of these sets in 
many antique shops; they are ordinary 
pieces usually in underglaze and, more 
often than not, badly chipped. The 
popularity of rice grain porcelain, 
nevertheless, continues to the present 
time. It is still being manufactured in 
China, and a traveller today would 
most likely be served his meals on rice 
grain dinnerware in many of the 
hotels of China. Moreover, it can be 
bought in gift shops throughout the 
world. 


Rice grain is the only design of 
porcelain, Oriental or Western, that 
has had such a long history of usage. 
These delicate porcelain wares have 
been Known even in New England 
since the nineteenth century, since 
sailing ships always carried boxes of it 
for distribution in northeastern ports. 
There were few homes without at least 
one example of this type of porcelain 
on display in the ‘china cabinet’. Thus 
in at least this sense, our Collection 
has found its proper home in the 
Peabody Museum collections.
